on the Spaw Waters (half of which 
Tax is employ'd towards repair-

The falſe Notion (which has been 
moſt induſtriouſly propagated) that 
the Spaw Waters do ſparkle much, 
when poured into a Glaſs, from a 
Flask, in which it has been kept, hay 
much favoured the general Abuſe 
of impoſing falſe Waters on the Pub- 
lick, whereas the true Spaw Water 
Has only a very piquant Taſte, and 
in warm Weather will often occaſion 
innumerable Bubbles to ſettle on the 
Sides of the Glaſs, but will not 
ſparkle, when bottled, like the more 
vitriolick Waters, which are not ſo 
well tempered with ſulphureous Par- 
ticles: and are therefore not fo 
{ſmooth on the Palate, but generally 

leave

leave a diſagreeable Harſhnefs, far 
from being like the agreeable Pi- 
quantneſs (yet Smoothneſs) of the true 
Syaw Water, | 

It is not only neceſſary to avoid 
theſe falſe Waters, but to have par- 
ticular Regard to the Seaſons of filling 


che True Spaw Waters ; for to procure . 


theſe Waters in the utmoſt Perfection, 
requires great Exactneſs, not only in 
Filling, but Corking, Cc. Dr. Ho- 
bart, in the before- mentioned Let- 
ter, ſays, „The great Influence of 
« the Air on theſe Waters, is not 
« only ſeen by their being different- 
« ly affected by Galls, according to 
© the different Seafons, but even 
„ from their different Taſtes and 
% Colour in the ſaid ſeveral Seaſons. 
*© In ſettled fair Weather, they have 
a very piquant Briskneſs of Taſte, 
e nothing can look clearer-and finer, 
and bubble more; but in a Seaſon 
„of rainy Weather, or heavy and: 
© cloudy, altho* without Rain, they 
become flat and inſipid; the Pou- 
% hon eſpecially, is ſo far from re- 
© taining its agreeable Tartneſs, that 

C. 2. * tt: 
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it becomes even Sweetiſh, and the 
Fountain looks troubled and whi. 
tiſh. The Goodneſs of the Water 
depends allo very much upon the 
Winds, i. e. the Alteration of the 
Air that is cauſed by them. When 
the Winds have been Northerly or 
Eaſterly, altho' the Weather was 
rainy, I have known the Waters 
both look, and taſte extremely 
well : and the contrary, during a 
thick heavy Air, altho* without 
Rain. Nothing can feel the Wea- 
ther more nicely than theſe Wa- 
ters; they are aflected, not only in 
the time of a bad Seaſon, but at 
the Approach of it, before one can 
perceive it by any other Sign: ſo 
that, when the Taſte and Look of 
the Water changes, one may eaſily 
foretel a Change of Weather, eſpe- 
cially if it be ſettling into a conſtant 
Seaſon. In a Froſt, the Water is 
ſtronger than even in Summer : 
has a Keenneſs that is perceivable 
by the Smell, as one ſtands by the 
Fountain, and it viſibly ſmoaks : 
eſpecially the Tonnelet.

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«© There is ſome Difference in the 
Water in Summer before Sun-riſe, 
and after, By what has been ſaid, 
one may fee what a Nicety there 
ought to be in chooſing the Times 
for filling the Bottles that are to be 
ſent Abroad. There is not always 
the Exactneſs that is requiſite; and 
in that Point, I have ſeen great 
Numbers fill'd in very improper 
Weather; but even when a right

adds, The Poubon has given a Tin- 
cure with Galls, at the End of two 


Days, when kept in my Chamber

In 
fair cold Weather it has turn'd,

the Tincture after a longer Time 
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in a Seaſon of fair Summer Wea.

Kidneys, Liver, or Spleen, Falling- 
Sickneſs, and the like; and as for

Dr. Witty, in his Treatiſe of the 
Fcarborough Waters, printed 1660, ob- 
ſerves, That *thoſe Waters are like- 
wiſe ſtrongeſt, and more impreg- 
nated with Minerals, during a con- 
tinued Froſt, than at any other Sea- 
fon 3 for which he gives ſome Phi- 
!oſophical Reaſons, confirm'd by 
his own Experience.“ And hence 
© it was (ſays he) that the Duke of 
Mantua gave it in Charge to Ryetius 
* and H. ab Heers, two famous G 
„ Phyſicians, that lived near the Spa, 
to fend him every Chriſt mas-Eve, 
« Two hundred Flaggons of Spa 
* Water, taken out freſh, after a long 
tc Froſt which they conſtantly did 
e obſerve, finding the Water at that 
Time ſtronger than at any time in 
* the hotteit Summer.“ 

VNotwith- 
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| Norwirhſtanding theſe Authorities, 
I'can't learn, that it is uſual to fill 
theſe Waters at any other Seaſons of 
the Year, than about March, April, 
September, and Oadtaber; aitho? their not 
being fill'd uſually in froſty Weather, 
may be accounted for, by the Diff 


culty and Inconvenience that muſt at- 


tend it. And as the Trade lay ſcat- 
tered in many Hands, no one Dealer, 
ſince Mr. Colcbeſter's Time, has been 
conſiderable enough, to induce him 


to uſe the neceſſary Care, and be at 


the Expence'of improving this Branch 


of Trade. Twas this Conſideration 


that firſt induced me to think of en- 
tirely employing my ſelf in the Sale 
of Mineral Waters; and indeed, I. 
have met with more Encouragement, 
than could have been reaſonably. ex- 
pected, which has put me upon uſing 
my utmoſt Endeavours to have all 
Sorts of Mineral Waters in the ut- 
moſt Perfection. This Seaſon J 
try'd a Method of importing the 


Spa Waters with Oil on them, as 


lorence Wine, which preſerv'd the 
Water in a moſt extraordinary Man- 
ner. The Water that was oiPd, re- 
rain'd 
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tain'd its original Figuanteſ: af- 
forded a higher Tincture with Galls, 
and was perfectly clear to the laſt 
Drop, which laſt ſeldom happens in 
the common Method, tho* filld with 
the utmoſt Care. From what has 
been obſerv'd, I am inclin'd co be- 
lie ve, that were the Spaw Waters fill'd 
in a continued Froſt, and well oil'd, 
they. might be imported in much 
greater Perfection than they have 
ever yet been. I ſhall ſubmir my 
Opinion to better Judges, and act as 
the Gentlemen of the Faculty ſhall do 
me the Honour to direct; or if any 
private Gentleman ſhall deſire any 
8 to be done after any parti- 
ular Manner, I ſhall give Directions 

to have his Orders comply'd with. 
It will be a neceſſary Caution to ob- 
ſerve, that it is the Nature of Waters 
that contain a Salt, to make Oil cor- 
rupt ; therefore it muſt be taken off 
exceeding clean, or it will give a 
ſtinking Taſte to the Water. As 
proper” Care will now be taken to 
import theſe Waters with all poſſible. 
Precautions, it may be preſumed, 
that they will ſoon acquire the Repu- 
tatian

tation which they have loſt :. occa- 
ſioned not only by the falſe Waters, 
but by great Part of the true Waters 
having been filled, by Perſons inte- 
reſted in the falſe Waters, which has 
occaſioned their being filled in bad 
Seaſons, and even in rainy Weather, 
in order to raiſe the Reputation of 
the falſe Waters, at the Expence of 
the true, Theſe and other Tricks 


have been in Practice many Years, 


and would have continued, had not 
IT met with ſuch extraordinary Encou- 
ragement from the Phyſicians, who 
are all deſirous of having the true 
Paouban Water, which they know has 
been very difficult to be got. This 
induced me to be at the extraordinary 
Expence of ſending two Perſons to 
Spa, and keeping them there at my 


own Charge three Months, to. ſettle. 


my Correſpondence in ſuch Manner, 


that I may not only procure the true 
Water, and-filled in the beſt Seaſons 


(on which ſo much depends) but with 


all poſſible Cautions, ſuch as pro- 
viding the beſt of Corks, having the

I know a certain Dealer in theſe 
Waters (and perhaps there may be 
many) ſo very audacious as to fell 
them even without any Seal, particu- 
larly Half Flasks.

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able Judgment that can be made on 
ſuch Proceeding, is, that they were 


filled here from whole Flasks; (which 


muſt greatly injure the Water) and for 
this Practice there is too much Encou- 
ragement, ſince Half Flasks pay as 
much Duty as Whole ones, and in moſt 
Articles of Expence are equal.
